Please amend Claims 27-30 and 34 as follows: 
27. (Amended) An area sensor according to [one of 
claims 1 to 26] claim 1 , wherein said signal reading means 
comprises an amplifier IC having an amplifier provided 
individually for each data line, and an analog multiplexer; 
and an A/D converter. 



28. (Amended) An area sensor according to [one of 
claims 1 to 26] claim 1 , wherein said signal reading means 
comprises an amplifier IC having an amplifier provided 
individually for each data line, and an analog multiplexer; 
and an A/D converter; and a digital multiplexer, 

29. (Amended) An area sensor according to [one of 
claims 27 and 28] claim 27 , wherein said signal reading means 
comprises a plurality of said amplifier ICs, and the output 
of each amplifier IC can be selected and controlled in 
accordance with a select signal. 

30. (Amended) An area sensor according to [one of 
claims 2 7 to 29] claim 27 , wherein in said signal reading 
means, said amplifier IC has at least two analog outputs of 
the even-number group and the odd-number group. 

34. (Amended) An area sensor according to [one of 
claims 32 and 33] claim 32 , wherein the output signals of 
said digital multiplexer or the second analog multiplexer is 
controlled in such a manner as to be positionally continuous.
